We have received no pledges 
rom any country ihat In event of defeat 
it Win step in and sayc us from beingr-a'’* 
I sofbed by Russia. We cannot céunt even 
) in cxtremetleK on the armed supi>ort of 
any nalioii in the world. It would be a 
;-irugglc to the death. 
Perhaps we are 
not .strong enough to fight Ru-s-sia. There 
arc two opinions about that.” 


Baron 
Ilayashi 
intimated' thiif 
he 
thought Japan was bound to be beaten 
in the end. “If we are beaten,” the min* 
i£ter resumed, "Russia would take' Corea 
and l^ianchuria by right of conquest and 
possibly Japan. No power on earth could 
tlicn dislodge her from central China and 
all the far east. I am sure it is better 
to go to 
tvhcn you know you are 
right, even if defeat is possible, than to 
see your independence submerged under a 
f ontJriual. ai^gression that Is bound* to ab­ 
sorb you eventually. Nothing can avert 
war between Russia and Japan hi future 
year.i?, ©yen If peace is procured now» so 
Jong as Russia pursues her present far 
eastern policy. 


“American action in enforcing the open­ 
ing of Manchurian ports was a splendid 
example of honest diplomacy. It was a 
.straightforward step. which.con\rasts fav­ 
o ra b ly with Russian method!?. No other 
nation, except Great ritain, when the 
British admiralty bought the two Chilean 
warships, has taken any practical step to 
live up to its diplomatic demands upon

Officials, are of the opinion that* 
the way is open for continuing-the nego- 
iiations and there is no indication that 
Russia will seek to delay her answer, 
which probably will be ready in a tew 
days.

Discussing irrigation,. Wilson said the 
department experts are studying the 
problem of handling the soil as to con­

Chicago, Jan. 16.—The Chicago Medical 
society and Illinois State Medical associa­ 
tion will, it is expected, begin legal pro­ 
ceedings against the antitoxine trust un­ 
der the anti-trust law. Secretary Pritch­ 
ard of the health department said to day 
that he had information to that effect. 
An official statement regarding the “death 
trust” in antitoxine was i.«.sued to day by 
Secretary' Pritchard. This statement de­ 
clares that the antitoxine trust is nothhig 
more nor less than “a tniffic in human 
life,” and that the thre« concern» manu­ 
facturing and controlling the antitoxine 
supply of almost the entire country have 
arbitrarily advanced the price 100 per cent. 
The statement continues: 


“The department felt compelled to call 
public attention to e\idence that a com­ 
bine has been formed isbich effectually 
controls the pr^^ of the only known rem­ 
edy for the most diead scourge to child 
life of the country. Primarily our object 
was to call attention tb the immediate 
effect this would have on the death rate 
of children in Chicago. Since the discov­ 
ery of antitoxine the department of health 
has done all ln its power to encourage its 
use. It has furnished its own medical in­ 
spectors to administer and has provided 
the antitoxine in all cases where the peo­ 
ple were too poor to purchase it. Because 
of the priéfe made by the trust Chicago 
will be' comj>elled to appropriate double 
the sum to do the same amoimt of cha- 
ity work in diptheria cases. 
' 


“This the cit can and doubtless will 
do,” the statement says, “but outside of 
this it must be remembered that this 
burden will fall heavifôt on the self- 
respecting, self supporting: heads of fam­ 
ilies of modest inc6m^.î^* 
la conclusion thti statement says: “The 
piibHclty- already given has aroused the 
inedical profession to, the highest Indig­ 
nation and it will rit^ouBt result in steps 
being taken, to supplyesehtarodililduolta 
being taken to provide a supply of'anti-, 
toxine from - sources other than that of 
the combine.”

Senator From 17tali to Hold

Waslilngton, Jan. 16.—The senate com­ 
mittee on privileges and elections met to 
day for the purpose of hearing presenta­ 
tions of attorneys on both sides of the 
case involving the right of Senator Smoot, 
of Utah, to occupy his seat. Former Rep­ 
resentative Taylor, of Ohio, was heaiil 
for the protestant.«. He said he did not 
know that any proof would be presented 
in support of the charge that Smoot wa^ 
a polygamist. He took up the ciuestion of 
right of the senate to expel a member, 
contending the* senate’s authority in the 
matter Dva-s limlteil only by the (lUestlon 
of nroprietr. 


On the point of testimony. Taylor .said 
Protestants expected to prove that ac­ 
cording to the doctrine of the ilormon 
chur«^ the president and twelve, apostles, 
of wMm *Smoot was one, were supreme In 
cxerclsing authority of the church; that 
by their teaching and lives t’nese m«t) had 
“not abandoned belief In polygamy and 
polygamous cohabitation, but on the con­ 
trary the pre.'?ident and some of the apos­ 
tles how practice pol.vgaray and have lived 
polygamous lives since the manifesto of 
1S90; that Smoot countenanced these things 
and was therefore responsible in law and 
conscience to the senate and American 
people. 


In reply A. S. Worthington, on behalf 
of Smoot, said the statements made by 
Taylor differ very materially from charges 
made in formal statements and he asked 
.time In which to make reply, which was 
gratited. He laid down a general proposi­ 
tion, that tho senate was without Juris­ 
diction of offenses which may have been 
committed before a member bctiame a 
senator unless committed in connection 
with his election. 


Worthington’s contentions were along 
lines of those set forth by Smoot recently 
in his answer to the charges and Invited 
the fullest inquiry into Smoot^’a^lfe. . 


Valdemer Vancutt also 
fo^ fimoot. 
He said If it couid be shoifni Smoot had 
committed any offense against the law 
counser would throw up the case. He de­ 
nied Smoot had ever taken an oath which 
Was ineonsistent with gooil citlxeushlp and 
sta t^ that where assoclate^of Smoot had 
practiced polygaray or violated lawa tlielr 
acts.would subject them to pc^shment, 
but that would in no manner unfit Smoot 
for qualifying as senator.

ing such marked charactemtics as 
to leave their imprcs» Tn>on the i)cr- 
Ì(mI of their existfmco was the well 
kujiwii AIjs. Lo Oompt. 
She was 
born in 1734» of l^reneh parents, on 
the cii.Mtern shore of Lake Michigan, 
at the old station on the St- Jos<i|>h. 
This was the country of the warlike 
Pottaw’iitomie tribe of Ifidiuiis. She 
early bwame prollcieni in the dialect 
of the Indians ami gained a deep in- 
.siffht into their character. 
By her 
knowledge of the Indian language, 
and a thorough appreciation of his 
character she acquirwl a wanderful 
iuilncnee over the trilx;s with which 
she was brought iii contact. It is said 
that such was the infatuated friend­ 
ship of the savages for her that 
the.v would invariably advise her in 
advance of a meditated attack upon 
a village. 
Thus she was often able 
t<i avert a massacre. Mr.^i. Le Comp 
lived a hardy and- frugal life, but 
her jK’irsou was ajttracti\'e and 
her 
manner winning. 
She livtnl to the 
extreme age of 100, dying ii! 1S43 at 
Cahokia. 


3irs. John Edgar, the center of 
fashion for remote Illinois in, the 
olden time, presided for many years 
with equal grace and dignity oyer 
her husband^s splendid mansion at 
Kaskaskia, the abode of liospitiilfty 
and resort of the elite for near half a 
century. It was in the spacious and 
eltogaut furni-^hed parlors 
of 
this 
house», that LaFayette on his visit to 
Illinois in 1825 was sumptuously en­ 
tertained by a banquet aJid ball. Mrs. 
Edgai’^s name merits high rank on 
the scroll of revolutionary lieroines. 
By birth, education, sympathy, she 


was Areniican, but her husband, John 
Kdg>ar, was an officer in the British 
navy, fighting against the colonies 
im tlieir strugle for liberty and in­ 
dependence. By her talent, .shrewd- 
i|jess and -above all her pdtriotic de­ 
votion to her country, .she won over 
m>t only the heart of her husband to 
the American cause*, but was tlie pro­ 
jector bf many plans by which sol­ 
diers in the British army wem in- 
duccHl to quit and join the ranks of 
tlie patriots. Edgar county peiiietu- 
ates the family name. 


Hrs. Bobert j^forrison was a rari? 
acquisiton to the society of Ivaskas- 
kia. 
Reared and educated in the 
Womnneiital City, she, in 180.T., ae- 
com]>anied 
her 
brother. Colonel 
Donaldson, to St. Loui«, in the far-ofl* 
wilds of the west, whither he v/as 
sent as a conunissioner to investi­ 
gate the land titles- 
But the west 
became her permanent home. 
She 
was married the following year to 
Kobert 
Morrison, 
of 
Kaskaskia, 
which place became her 
residence. 
Well educated, sprightly and ener­ 
getic, her mind was giftetl with orig­ 
inality and romance. Her pen was 
seldom idle. She wrote poc-try with 
ready faeilitj' and her writings pos­ 
sessed a high degree of merit. Her 
contribution to the scientific publica­ 
tions of W. Walsh, of Philadelphia, 
and. ptliw periodicals of 
the. time, 
both in ver.se and prose, were* much 
admired. Nor did the political ques­ 
tions of the day escape her ready 
])en. The discussions of tliese topics 
in the newspai)8rs atracted the at­ 
tention of all politicians of the state. 
A feat of niuch ingenuity was her 
work of remodeling and convertiiig 
into verse the Psalms of 
David. 
Mrs. Morrison lived to an advanced 
age and died at Bt^lleville in 1843.

Governuieiit C'ollectm mmd Sell« £«««. 


In connection witli the system of 
government creameries the Canadian 
department of agrlculttire has adopted 
the plan of collecting eggs from the 
farm ers of the territories and holding 
them in storage. 
I t worked well the 
first season and has -improved ever 
sincc. 
The plan adopted is as fol­ 
lows: Each ci'eaiiiery patron has a num­ 
ber. He is req^ired to mark his num­ 
ber in pencil on all the eggs he sup* 
plies. 
No driver will accept the eggs 
without the number being on. 
These 
eggs are aent from the c r e ^ e r j in 
refrigerator cars with the butter to the 
storage a t Oalgaiy, where the eggs are 
eu m in ed and classified by an expert. 


The departm ent advances 15 cents 
per dosen on the eggs a t the time they 
are received, and later the farm er gets 
the remainder according to 'th e classifl* 
^ tio n . This year the average 'price to 
the farm er will be about 20 cents per 
for the season, or fully double 
w hat could iiave been obtained locally.
